What are the authentic supplications to be made after the Adhan? 

Shaykh Sulayman al-'Alwan(^' responded by saying: 

The Sunnah for whoever hears the Mu'athan calling for the prayer is to say exactly what he 
says, except in the 2 Hayya's [Salah & Falah], so he says "La Hawla wala Quwwata ila 
billah". And if he finishes from repeating after him [the Mu'athan], it's a Sunnah for him to 
send prayers over the Prophet/,#- j 4il Imam Muslim/^ 1 j) has narrated in his 

Sahlh [Hadlth #348] from the chain of Ka’b ibn 'ilqimah from 'Abdul Rahman ibn Jubayr 
from 'Abdullah ibn 'Amr ibn al-’As that he heard the Prophct(,#-j 4il cjr L^) say: 
"If you hear the Mu'athan, then say exactly what he says, then send prayers over me, for 
whoever sends prayers over me, Allah will send 10 prayers over him, then ask Allah for my 
intercession [on the day of Judgement], for verily it is a level in Jannah which isn't for anyone 
except for a slave from the slaves of Allah, and I hope that I am him, so whoever asks for my 
intercession, the Shala'ah will be permissible for him" 

And al-Imam al-BukharI(4il j) narrated in his Sahlh the description of the du'a after the 
call to prayer, he said I was informed by 'All ibn 'Ayyash who narrated from Shu'ayb ibn Abl 
Hamzah from Muhammad ibn al-Munkadir from Jabir ibn 'Abdillah that the Messenger of 
Allah said: 

"He who says after the call to prayer: Allahumma Rabi hathihi al-Da'wat al-Tamah wal- 
Salata al-Qa’imah Ati Muhammadan al-WasIlah wal Fadllah wab’ath Maqaman Mahmudan 
alathi wa'adtuhu, my Shafa’ah will be permissible for him on the day of judgement" 

And it was narrated by 'All ibn al-MadInI(4il j) and Imam Ahmad/# 1 ' j) in his Musnad 
[3/354] and Muhammad ibn Sahl al-Baghdadl and Ibrahim ibn Ya’qub and a group from 'All 
ibn 'Ayyash similar to the narration in Bukhari, and it was narrated by Muhammad ibn 'Awf 
from 'All ibn 'Ayyash and he added onto the ending "Innaka La Takhluf al-MT'ad" it was 
collected by al-Bayhaql in his Sunan [1/410]. And this addition is [Anomalous, not 
authentic] . 

The Hufadh 'All ibn al-Madlni/# 1 ' j), Ahmad/# 1 ' j), al-Bukhari/# 1 ' j) and a group of 
scholars have agreed upon the narration from 'All ibn 'Ayyash without this addition. 

And the Taffarrud [Singular Narration] of Muhammad ibn 'Awf from 'All ibn 'Ayyash is not 
accepted. And where does his narration fall compared to the narration of these Hufadh! 

And the authenticating from some of the contemporary scholars to this hadlth with its 
addition is rejected, and the call that it's an addition from a Thiqah [Trustworthy narrator] and 
the addition of a Thiqah is accepted isn't correct, because the Imams of Hadlth who 
examined/devoted their efforts in the 'ilal [hidden defects] of the reports, those who specialise 
in that do not accept the addition of a Thiqah in all cases, and they do not rule upon this 
matter by an absolute ruling, generalizing every hadlth, rather they judge upon it by looking 
at all the chains of narration, and rule upon every addition with what it deserves. 

And when 'All ibn al-Madlnl/# 1 ' j) 5 Ahmad(4i! j) ; Bukhari/^ j) and others agree 
upon the narration of the hadlth from 'All ibn 'Ayyash without the addition, no doubt they are 
given preference over Muhammad ibn 'Awf & his likes, and Allah(^ j Ja.) knows best. 

Note: The Shaykh mentioned that more than 1 1 Imams of the Salaf narrated the Du'a after the 
Adhan from 'All ibn 'Ayyash(4i! j) & none of them mentioned the addition "innaka la 
tukhlifu al-ml'ad", except for Muhammad ibn 'Awf, but all the other 1 1 Imams have a greater 
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status than him, therefore his addition is Shatha [anomalous], and it's not prescribed to act 
upon it. 
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
